grain, th at Mrs Sh effier may h ave taken 
morph ine with out th e knowledge of oth er 
persons about th e h ouse. 
Doctor Brooks testified before th e cor 
ouer’s jury, th at wh en h e arrived at h alf 
past five o’clock yesterday morning th e 
body was warmer th an h e would expect 
pupils more contracted th an is usual in 
death ; found th at sh e h ad been tuking 
morph ine and h e regarded th e condition 
of pupil migh t be due to th at.

DIFFERENT 
KINDS 
OF 
ATHLETICS. 


W i s t t h e G ym n a s i u m Is D oin g— H e tltie in g 
O n e S id e d D e v e l o pm e n t . 
W hat the gym nasium is doing for the 
strength and vigor of the masses in some 
of our institutions of learning m ay lie in­ 
ferred from a single illustration Liken 
from the records at H arvard university. 
In the year 18 8 0, 7 7 6 
m en were physic­ 
ally ex amined. 
The strongest m an out 
©f this num b er showed in strength of 
lungs, b ack, Jegs, chest and arm s, as in­ 
dicated on the chart, a grand total of 
$7 5.2. 
A t the close of the sum m er term 
of the pres< nt year the highest strength 
test recorded was 1,27 2.8 , and there were 
over 200 men in college whose total 
strength test surpassed the highest test of 
18 8 0. This general gym nasium w ork is 
therefore reducing the one sided develop­ 
m ent once so comm on w ith athletic s o ­ 
cialists. 
It m ust not Is'* forgotten, however, that 
there is a developm ent peculiar to the 
runner, jum per, w restler, oarsm an, gym ­ 
nast, hill player, heavy lifter, etc., and 
any one fam iliar w ith athletics at the 
present day can easily recognize one of 
these specialists. 
The same training 
that produced those m atchless specimens 
of hum an developm ent emb odied in the 
statues of the Gladiator, the A thlete, 
Hercules, Apollo and M ercury of old, 
would produce the sam e results under 
sim ilar circum stances a t the present tim e. 
W ith every kind of physical ex ercise, 
the q ualities at first req uired are theq ual- 
iti€ *s at length developed, 
Spe**d and en­ 
durance are Req uired of the runner, and 
these are the q ualities that come to him 
b y practice. 
In a like m aim er, skill and 
activity come to the gym nast and b all 
player; and strength and stab ility to the 
oarsm an and w eight throw er. 
Most of 
these q ualities are accompanied b y phys­ 
ical characteristics. 
If it were not for 
the recognized tendency of certain ex er­ 
cises to produce certain results, it would 
lie impossib le to prescrib e special work 
for individual cases. 
All men, however, 
w ho practice athletics for 
the 
same 
length of tim e and under sim ilar condi­ 
tions do not attain identical results in 
their physical proportions or the same 
degree of success in their athletic achieve­ 
m ents. 
In order to illustrate some of the dis­ 
tinguishing features that characterize the 
development of successful athletes, I have 
selected representativ e members of the 
different athletic organizations in the 
univ ersities of Yale and Harv ard, a few 
of whom distinguished thamaelv es, within 
the last two y ears, by breaking all pre­ 
v ious college records for certain ev ents.

The m other will gladly sell you a 
glass of m ilk w ith a dash of w hisky or 
‘potheen’ in it—drink fit for a king. The 
children— well, they will prob ab ly run 
tirelessly after the traveler, holding out 
appealingly little b unches of w ild flowers, 
and the m ongrel dog of the fam ily races 
in the m idst of the group, b arking and 
taking the liveliest general interest in the 
proceedings. 
The little b eggars are rosy, 
q uick w itted and very ragged, b lit the 
neat national school houses that stand at 
fix ed intervals along the w.^y are teach­ 
ing these children how to read. ’ ’—Spring 
field Repub lican.
